"The ARRL Letter" (Vol. 23, No. 18, April 30, 2004), states that the ARRL's "Logbook of the 
World" secure contact database is to debut its DXCC credits system Wednesday, May 5th. 
ARRL Membership Services Manager Wayne Mills, N7NG, says the long-awaited LoTW 
component will permit users to apply contact "matches" in Logbook's 41.4 million QSO and 


growing database to their DXCC records. To date, Mills reports, more than 2.5 million QSO 
matches already exist in the system. "It's a pretty straightforward process," Mills said of 
crediting LoTW QSO matches to DXCC. "What participants need to do first is go to the LoTW 
site and read the instructions." Information available will include a list of frequently asked 
questions--FAQs. Before doing anything else, LoTW newcomers will have to obtain a Logbook 
of the World digital certificate and download the software. Since LoTW launched last 
September, it has validated nearly 10,000 digital certificates from approximately 7000 
individual users. Obtaining a digital certificate, which authenticates each user under a particular 
callsign, is free.
